Enipre-ss of Japan is the alarming 
spread of the violentplague thatlirstap- 
peared in Canton at the end of April.The 
plague is similar to the great plagiie in 
I^ondon in the sixteenth century and is 
carrying off large numbers of victims. 
It soon spread to Hong Kong, appiiar- 
ng there in May. It is chiefly confined 
to Chinese. The plague has paralyzed 
business to a large extent, as many 
leading steamship lines refuse to take 
either passengers or cargo from Hong 
Kong.

PANAMA'S LOSS. 


A Large 1'nrt ot the City Destroyed by » 


Coufliigrntluu. 


PANAMA, June 
H.—A 
fire which 


broke out Wednesday afternoon Imn al- 
ready destroyed 100 houses, and is en- 
dangering fully a quarter of all the 
buildings in the city. A high wind is 
spreading the flames. 


More than 100 houses were destroyed 


in the early evening. At 7 o'clock it 
was reported nt the police station that 
about 22S buildings were in ruins, and 
the public market was threatened. 


The streets lending from the burn- 


ing district are choked with crowds of 
workers and spectators, and with fam- 
ilies trying to drag their household 
goods to places of safety. A vast quan- 
tity of merchandise has been burned. 
The losses on private houses has been 
nearly as great. 
A million dollars 


worth of property has been totally 
ruined, much more has been badly dam- 
aged. The present estimates of tho 
loss vary between 81,250,000 and 81,- 
500,000. 


Will Starve llofore They Will Accent. 
ISELLAiiiE, 0., June 14.—The excite- 


ment quieted (town considerably in 
eastern Ohio, Wednesday. That part 
of 
tho country where the recent 


trouble occurred is being patrolled by 
soldiers, whose presence now seems un- 
necessary.

In this ease death had 


certainly less of terror than a life wed- 
ded to poverty and dependence. Tl 
honest nature revolts at the notion of 
receiving alms, and when the sky is sis 
dark as it has been for many in the past 
months, when an honest penny is hard 
ly to be earned, and the piteous cry of 
famished children rings in the ear of 
the unemployed, who shall judge of the 
poor if he prefers to plead his family's 
case before a tribunal pictured to him 
to have the heart of mercy, rather than 
be faithless to his own honesty before 
men?

Western Kansas is being" steadily 


drained of its population of farmers. 
In 1863 twenty-two counties contained 
103,000 people, and to-day tho total 
Is only fl4,G03. Tho exodus has been 
caused bv the settlers' failure to raise 
crops on their arid plains. Tho hope of 
those who have remained is in irriga- 
tion. At the present tlmo they are in- 
vesting in windmills, and hundreds of 
'these machines will be set to work this 
summer wherever there are signs of 
waterbeneath the surfaceof tho prairie. 
The furnace-like winds which have 
hitherto parched the farmers' wheat 
will then do him service as an agency 
in irrigating his lands. The agricul- 
turist has not been the only loser, how- 
ever. All along the branch lines of tho 
Santa Fe, Missouri Pacific and 
the 


Union Pacific railroads are decayed 
towns that once were lull ot promise 
anil oven aspired to greatness. In the 
boom times many brick buildings were 
put up and many wide averiueslaid out. 
Some of the buildings have never had a 
tenant, and others wore soon aban- 
doned. On the wide streets there Is no 
traffic worth the name. At Chico, for 
instance, the train now stops only on 
signal. Once its arrival. was a great 
event, and crowds. of people Swarmed 
to the station. In that day Chico had 
the appearance, at least, of prosperity, 
and boasts were mado of its growth. 
Kanopolis was to bo the hub of Kansas, 
and eastern capitalists, some of them 
men of note, invested liberally in tho 
future o.f the town. To-day its ambi- 
tious capitol square is used for a sheep 
pasture, and tho train rushes by as 
though it were a tank station. South 
Hutchinson furnishes another illustra- 
tion. It was a young giant at Its 
zenith, with brick hotels, churches, 
schoolhouses and a streetcar lino.

The French are a most peculiar and 


exclusive people. 
A decree has just 


been signed by President Carnot for- 
bidding the marriage of French diplo- 
matcs to foreign wives. This is merely 
the revival of an old lawiand is said to 
have been called out by the marriage 
of two Krench diplomats, Patenotreand 
Daunny. to American wives. It is dis- 
claimed that the edict is aimed directly 
nt Americans, and the object is pre- 
tended to be the prevention of the dis- 
covery of secrets by foreigners through 
the wives of the ministry. The news- 
papers quote several instances of this 
character, in which it is conjectured 
that, important disclosures have been 
made by the wives of French diplo- 
ma tcs abroad. It is alleged that this 
is the main reason why President Car- 
not signed the edict of prohibition, and 
it will prevent several marriages which 
are on the tapis, notably that of the 
French minister at Athens to the 
daughter of the Italian minister at 
Athens.

At last this 
ad assumed such alarming proportions 
hat a bureau for the reception of all 
uch things was established" across the 
all from Mr. Thurber's. office. I can- 


not say, but I strongly suspect that 
lerks were employed in this depart- 
ment to sigu the names, and credulous 
women worked in floss and fllbscl lo the 
names ol the head official and his wife 
hat had been written by young men 
and women hired to do the writing at 
so much a week.

Mr. Thurber Is besieged constantly 


by women who want to see Mrs. Cleve- 
and and the babies. "Can't you just 
.akc me into Mrs. Cleveland's room and 
ell her who 1 am. She won't care and 
won't do iinythlng but look at her," 
hey explain in their confidential way. 
IVhen he assures them that Mrs. Cleve- 
.and 
is not on exhibition at that time, 


;hey beg for a special dispensation for 
themselves, never realizing that if the 
demands of the people were regarded 
Mrs. Cleveland and the children would 
be on inspection drill twenty-four hours 
every day without a moment's cessation 
For eating or sleeping. • 


Some people come to the private sec- 


retary with pathetic appeals. 
They 


want to see" the president that he may 
lave their husbands or fathers re- 
turned to 'the government employ, 
from which they have been removed. 
The little stories of their sorrows and 
trials are quite as vivacious as they are 
pathetic, and though because of the 
impossibility of it doing them any 
jood they never reach the president 
they are not less kindly heard by hia 
secretary. 


Sometimes woman suffragists float 


Into the white house and up the softly- 
carpeted stairs to Mr. Thurber. 1 re- 
member one. who wanted a consulate. 
She said, in her manly voice, as_ if de- 
livering a speech from the Auditorium 
stage:

conclusively that woman is mentally 
man's equal. In endurance she is his 
equal, and in morals his superior. Mr. 
Secretary, I call upon you to know if 
this is not so?" 


Mr. Thurber stroked his pale drab 


mustache, looked very doubtful and as- 
sented. 


"Mr. Secretary, in the name of the 


women of these United States, in the 
names of mothers who bore the voters, 
by the right of their Intelligence and 
the nobility of their motives, I demand 
that they may be given a vote." 


But, 
madam, I cannot enfranchise 


women," said Mr. Thurbcr, apprehen- 
sively. 


"Mr. Secretary, I don't want you to 


enfranchise women, but I want you to 
show your approval of bestowing that 
grand and glorious privilege upon the 
nobler, if weaker, sex by securing- for 
me a consulate." 


The grandiloquence of the speech 


slightly aroused Mr. Thurbcr, whosaid: 


"In order to save yon time and trouble 


In going to the departments I will tell 
you now that you are not eligible to a 
consulate and consequently cannof 
have it, no matter liuw much you and 
all your friends think yon* should.' 
Then he explained at considerable 
length that only citizens were eligible, 
and that women, not being citizens 
could not l>c ambassadors. 
It was im- 


possible to 
misunderstand such a 


lengthy nnd kindly explanation anc 
thu woman was naturally detcrrec 
from carrying the matter any further 
but, unwilling to leave without once 
more assorting her dignity, she drew 
herself up to her full five feet nine 
and said: 


"Mr. Sccrctar3r, it is an unjust nil 


ing, and T shall see that otir represen 
tativo to congress has it changed."
